“In 1844, Agassiz concluded the publication of his gigantic work on the Fossil Fishes, 
which appeared at Neuchatel in five quarto volumes, with 311 folio plates. Eighty of the 
greatest museums of Europe had furnished the material for it, and the number of described 
species amounted to 1700 in about 20,000 examples. The ‘ Iiecherches sur les Poissons Fossiles* 
is undoubtedly Agassiz's most important work, and forms, with Cuvier’s and Valenciennes* 
4 Histoire Naturelle des Poissons* and Johann Muller's treatises, the foundation of our present 
Knowledge of fishes, while it does not confine itself to the region of ichthyolites, but extends 
over the entire wide field of the anatomy and classification of fishes, essentially modifying the 
latter. Agassiz considered, and with justice, that the separation of the ganoids from the other 
fishes into the rank of a special order, as the greatest step towards progress for which science was 
indebted to him; and on the basis of the comparison of the fossil fishes of all formations with 
living forms, he enunciated several generally valid laws, which have had an important bearing 
on the development theory of the whole organic world.’*— Nature , April 24, 1879.

“ This Block Book consists of twelve separate sheets of two leaves each, printed on the 
inner side only, so that the recto of folios 1, 3, 5. etc., and the verso of folios 2, 4, 6, etc., 
are left blank, and folios 2 and 3, 4 and 5, etc., could be pasted together to form respectively a 
single leaf. The impression was taken in pale brown ink, by rubbing. There are eleven 
illustrations, each occupying a whole page, on the verso of folios 3, 5, 7, etc. ; the explanatory 
letterpress being given on the recto of folios 4, 6, 8, etc. Folio 1 verso and 2 recto contain the 
introduction, in 30 and 29 lines respectively. Every leaf is surrounded by a border of 3 lines, 
of which the top and right sides are shaded on folios 1-13, 15, 17, 19-23, the bottom and left 
on folios 14, 16, 18, and the top and left on folio 24. Without title-page or pagination. 
Folio 13 verso has in the corner the sign q. which is the only signature occurring in the book. 
On folios 14, 16, 18, 24 (text) the letter u is always written u. This edition is believed by 
Weigel and others to be the first edition of this often-repeated work, by reason of tho beauty and 
originality of the designs, and the sharpness of outline, which proves the impression to be an 
early one.’* 

The above is a reproduction of Block this Book, executed in facsimile with the pen, 
by Mr. F. C. Trice, and transferred to the stones, from which it has been printed. As a 
specimen of facsimile art it is a perfect marvel, and shows at once the superiority of this kind 
of reproduction to the photographic process; as any one may see by comparing it with the photo¬ 
graphic reproduction of the present work, published by Weigel himself in 1869. 

Among the treasures acquired by the British Museum at the Weigel Sale, at Leipsic, in 
1872, by far the most important was this celebrated copy of the “ Ars Moriendi,” a Block Book 
executed in the best style of art prevalent at the time of its production, perfect as to the number 
of its leaves, and in a marvellous state of preservation. 

For this remarkable production the trustees paid the sum of £1072. 10s, exclusive of 
commission, beiog the highest price ever paid by them for any single xylographic or printed work.

The original 
blocks, which were sold recently, have been purchased by Mr. Ward’s sons 
and successors, who will now proceed with the work. Paper expressly 
prepared for the reception of woodcuts will be used; and all the modern 
improvements of typography will be enlisted in order to secure brilliant 
and effective impressions.

The last volume will be prefaced and annotated by Mr. Austin Dobson, in 
whose hands Bewick’s papers and correspondence, together with the original 
MS. of the “ Memoir,” have been placed by the late Miss Isabella Bewick’s 
Executors. The “ Memoir,” which was edited by Miss Jane Bewick in 
1862, will now be printed more completely. 

This edition will be issued to Subscribers only ; and is limited to 750 copies. 
No volume will be sold separately. 

The name of Bewick is, and has been, a household-word in English Homes 
since the beginning of the present century. Next to the Bible and the 
Common Prayer, no books have been handled with greater veneration than 
those illustrated with woodcuts by Bewick. His Birds, Quadrupeds, and 
Fables have been affectionately studied and admired by four generations of 
English men and women. 

As the original editions have become very scarce and very dear this new 
MEMORIAL EDITION— the first one in a collective form —will, at a 
comparatively moderate cost, give to the present generation a delightful 
opportunity of enjoying the artistic truth and vigour of Bewick’s famous 
cuts in all their original beauty.

The Crawford Library at Haigh Hall, in Lancashire, is one of the most valuable, and oer. 
tainly the most universal in it character, of all private book-collections. It comprises a Tery 
large number of books of great importance, including many which, by reason of their excessive 
ranty, have been imperfectly described in the standard works of bibliography. A full 
catalogue of the library would be a task of such magnitude that it roust for the present remain 
a project to be executed in the future ; but in the meanwhile it is considered nsefhl to issue a 
number of desultory monographs on some of those rarer books of which only the most enthusiastic 
collectors have discovered that the accounts given by Brunet, Graesse, Lowndes, and other 
bibliographers, are defective and incorrect The necessity of such a detailed and accurate 
description with reference to the De Biy Voyages will be readily acknowledged by all biblio¬ 
philes and students of bibliography ; it is less apparent in the instance of Sander's Brabant and 
Fowler’s Mosaic Pavements, which have not attracted so much attention as to make the rarity 
of perfect copies a recognized fact 

No. 4, which is now in preparation, will be a collation of the original 
edition of Abchbishop Parker’s Histoby of the British Church, giving 
details of each of the twenty-two copies which have survived. 

No. 5. is also in preparation, and will consist of the description, with a 
complete facsimile, a transcript and a translation, of an Old Irish Manuscript 
Roll, containing an ancient Chronicle, which has hitherto escaped the notice of 
Gaelic Scholars, and of which probably no copy is now extant beyond*the one in 
the Crawford Library. 

All these “ Notes and Collations ” have been and are being compiled by Lord Crawford with 
a laborious accuracy which is only conceivable to those who have examined and tested the work 
of the best bibliographers, learning over and over again how far achievement falls short of its 
aim in the pursuit of that difficult science. 

It is contemplated at a letter date to produce, with the aid of other bands, the complete 
catalogue of the library ; the first section to be that of Oriental Manuscripts, the second that of 
European Manuscripts, and the remainder an alphabetical catalogue of the Printed Books. But 
those catalogues will be preceded by “ A Report on the Bibliotheca Lindesians ” which is partly 
written, and will contain a history of the library and its formation. It will treat in a familiar 
manner on the best works in all classes of literature which are to be found at Haigh Hall, briefly 
denoting also those which are still desiderata, bat which ought, according to the system of 
collection, to be included in the library.

As it was a part of his duty 
to attend his master on the field of battle, he 
most have had ample opportunity of gathering 
materials for “ writing a good history/ 1 I 

He was a matter-of-fact writer, his style 
being vigorous and at the same time often 
elegant He disclaims having any motive in 
common with the Jongleurs and Jogeleurs, 
his object being to record events as they really 
happened. He was an original writer and no 
copyist 

A great part of the events which he relates, 
he himself appears to have personally wit¬ 
nessed, and the remainder he has collected 
from eye-witnesses. 

In the first part he notices the yonth of 
Edward, his object being to introduce his hero, 
before bringing him forward into active life. 

The landing at La Hogue, the conquest of 
Cotentin ana the progress of the army is passed 
over quickly until the meeting with the French 
forces at Crbcy ; but we get more minute 
particulars when we come to the description of 
the battle of Poitue&s, which is described at 
considerable length as he heard it from an eye¬ 
witness of that great victoiy. 

Among the events of the following years he 
mentions the marriage of the Black Prince 
with the Countess of Kent, and his proceeding 
with his bride to Bordeaux, as Governor of 
Aauitaioe.

of the Free Companies and Don Enrique, the 
correspondence with the King of Navarre, the 
Passage of the Pyrenees, etc., are recorded; as 
also, the re-taking of Limogocs, the fall of La 
Rochelle, and the attempt of the Prince and his 
father to relieve Thouars. 

The poem closes with a very affecting ac¬ 
count of the last illness and death of the Black 
Prince, to which is added the Epitaph upon 
his tomb in Canterbury Cathedral, with a list 
of the different officers who served under him 
in Aquitaine. 

The poem was composed about the year 13S6 
or a little earlier. 

The original MS. in oblong 8vo. consisting 
of 61 leaves, in vellum, is remarkably well 
written; and ornamented with illuminated 
capital letters. It was formerly in the col¬ 
lection of Sir William Le Neve, Mowbray, and 
afterwards Clarencieux Herald ; then in that 
of Sir John Clopton ; later on it fell into 
the hands of Dr. George Clarke, Fellow of All 
Sonls’ College, who bequeathed it to Worcester 
College, where it still remains. 

The names of Englishmen are spelled 
correctly, and the chronology is exact. The 
Epitaph on the Black Prince at the end is the 
very same that the Prince ordered in his will. 

M. Francisque-Michel has reconstituted a 
critical text in the exact form of the original, 
his English translation being flnent and trust¬ 
worthy.

When Cyril Lucar, Patriarch of Alexandria, was promoted to Constantinople, 
in 1621, lie took the manuscript with him, and presented it, through our Ambassador, Sir 
Thomas Roe, as a gift to King Charles I, in 1627. From that date it remained in the 
Royal Library, until 1757, when it was transferred with the rest of the Royal manuscripts 
to the newly-founded British Museum.

Ill and IV the Commentary, which contains the History of the first settlement of 
the Portuguese in India,and Captain Burton’s Travels in the footsteps of Camoens. 

Like Shakespeare, Homer, Milton, Virgil, Dante, and Cervantes, Camoens 
has his votaries throughout the world. One of the master-minds which have 
stamped literature with the seal of imperishable genius, his cultus is not confined 
to the land that gave him birth nor to the geographical limits of the Portuguese 
Language. In many countries translators have endeavoured to reproduce the 
poetry of the Lusiads ; and in our tongue there exist numerous versions more or 
less faithful and ambitious. In 1G55, Sir Richard Fanshaw began the series, con¬ 
tinued in Mickle, Musgrave, Adamson, Quillinan, Hewitt, Duff, and Aubertin ; 
and now worthily closed by one superior to them all. Captain Burton’s work is 
of peculiar value for several reasons. He was attracted to Camoens by a 
powerful sympathy, arising from a certain similarity in the lives of the two men 
and in their modes of thought; and for twenty years of travel and exploration 
he made the Lusiads his constant companion, drinking in, as it were, the life 
and spirit of his master, with whom he completely identified himself. His great 
mastery of the English language has enabled him to overcome the difficulties of 
exact and verbal reproduction, without loosing the sweetness and perfume of the 
poetry. In fact, only an enthusiastic worshipper, endowed with extraordinary 
gifts, could have sustained the toil of such a feat, borne unflaggin^ly and success¬ 
fully to the end. A few archaisms appear in the translation which, so far from 
seeming out of place, rather heighten the force and effect of the English poem. 
It is a work which amply justifies Mrs. Burton’s energetic admiration, and must 
add a new and glorious wreath to the many honours that already crown the 
reputation of Captain Burton.

The series of illustrations was selected 
from works of art which were excellent by reason of their historical character or the beauty of 
their execution. Only 275 copies were printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers 
amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and as likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, to 
become a costly rarity. 

“ His great wort, the ‘Iconografia EspaSola/ published in 1853 and 1864,contains seventy- 
four ‘portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘from the eleventh to the seventeenth centuries.’ 
Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and French, were his own work. 
Amongst the gems of this collection may be named the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his 
Empress, attributed by Ce&n Bermudez to Pompco Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid; 
portraits of Philip II when young, and in his old age; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de 
Austria, Philip’s wives, and the famous 1 one-eyed ’ Princess of Eboli. That of Heman Cortds 
is exquisitely finished. He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which have never 
been published, notably that of the famous Andalusian beauty ‘ La Duquesa de Alva.’ The 
mantilla, maja jacket, short black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the 
provincial costume of the * duchess of the period ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, the lees 
beautiful and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to have 
flattered his sitters, even when nature had been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, 
Duchess of San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers; and albeit 
nature bad forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and 
dowdy.”— Athmodum, April 10th, 1880.

44 At a time like the present, when the air is 
fall of the signs of changes consequent upon 
a widening of the representative basis of our 
Government, and when that Government will 
be urged by forces resulting from the opinions 
and the energies of mosses of the people, it is 
of the greatest national consequence that a 
competent knowledge of our magnificent 
Eastern Empire should be spread amongst the 
population of this country. For if anything 
can steady the forces which govern, and 
prudently influence them too, a contemplation 
of the magnitude of the responsibilities which 
the Crown and the people of this kingdom 
have resting upon them with respect to India 
is that very thing. A fairly comprehensive 
knowledge of that great country, with its 
more than 200 millions of people, is now 
probably possessed only by a comparatively 
few cultivated men—men who have gained it 
by. long residence in the East, or who have 
enjoyed much leisure, and have had at the 
same time access to the works of a variety of 
well-selected authors, which they have dili¬ 
gently studied. But this is now altered ; for 
these three clearly-printed volumes, which 
open so neatly, and which are so handy in 
size, contain more than all that is necessary 
for a clear and comprehensive knowledge of 
India and Indian affairs. 

“In any cyclopaedia, the articles of most 
interest will vaiy much with the occupation 
of its readers; and in this Cyclopaedia of the 
East, the consulter of its pages, whether he be 
statesman, savant , civilian, soldier, or merchant, 
will find a succinct and wonderful store of 
information to answer his purpose and to fit 
him to draw well-based conclusions. 

44 The book contains a good general index; 
but, besides this, there are three articles in the 
work each provided with an index of its own. 
These articles are: 4 Insects,* 4 Mammalia,* and 
the one with which we commence our short 
criticisms—viz., 4 India.* The article ‘India* 
is properly the fullest in the work, and occupies 
nearly 200 pages. Here the author, after 
tracing the ancient history of the country, goes 
into its relations with her neighbours. Then 
he takes its provinces and deals successively 
with them, giving in well-arranged order, as he 
passes on, such general and particular informa¬ 
tion about its population and its resources as 
will satisfy the expectations of those who 
know the office of a book of reference like this. 
The article upon 4 British India’ conveys a 
vast amount of information. The leading 
features of its history and progress are well 
brought out. With reference to these two 
articles, it appears to us that if printed and 


published apart from the rest of the work, 
with any additions or alterations which may 
commend themselves to the author, there are 
many of the more thoughtful of the reading 
public who, unable to purchase the entire 
work, will be glad to possess themselves of 
this brochure. But, if our suggestion be 
taken, we should like to see the book contain a 
map, if only in bipad outline, to facilitate the 
study of the reader. 

44 A comprehensive account of the mode of 
life of the Chinese people, of their govern¬ 
ment, of important things relating to trade, 
religion, dtc., is given under 4 China.* A 
person wholly ignorant of the country would 
get a very full general acquaintance with that 
little-understood empire from a perusal of this 
article. We note, however, that when referring 
to the comparative value of money, no account 
is taken of the fall in the price of silver. And 
we also note that in giving the derivation of 
the word 4 tea,’ it is stated to come from ‘ te ;* 
but we would suggest whether it does not 
rather come from the Chinese word 4 chaa,’ or 
4 tsaa.* But the article as a whole is a remark¬ 
ably good one. There is a good article, too, 
upon 4 Salt,* a commodity of the first import¬ 
ance to the people of India, and to the Govern¬ 
ment also, for it produces a revenue of no less 
than 7,000,000 sterling. It strikes us, also, 
that what is said under 4 Forests * is not only 
interesting, but that it has a value which will 
he better appreciated the more it is considered. 
For men have had too long a destructive bias 
towards the finest specimens of the vegetable 
world. In our own country, the general 
mischief as well as the pecuniary loss oc¬ 
casioned upon large estates (and upon many 
smaller ones too) by a want of attention to 
the science of forestry is patent to all who 
understand this important subject In America, 
the quick accumulation of money has already 
been the cause of depriving enormous tracts 
of the northern continent of its most valuable 
timber; and the ill consequences of this piti¬ 
less destruction are beginning to be keenly felt. 
The art of forestry is akin with the daily 
duties of the medical man ; for how much 
poor growth in both the animal and the 
vegetable world is due to unsuitable soil and 
surroundings! Much timber is stunted through 
overcrowding, with its attendant deficiencies of 
light and air, and by insufficient or unsuitable 
nourishment. The account given by Surgeon- 
General Balfour of the area of the forests and 
the character of the timber in the different 
parts of India is full of interesting facts. The 
subject of opium is well dealt with ; its mode 
of preparation in different parts of the East is 
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pone into, and the practice of opium-smoking i 
is philosophically considered upon facts ascer¬ 
tained with pain-raking care. The article asa 
whole is very interesting, and it deserves and 
will repay a caretul and deliberate considera¬ 
tion. In fact, whether the author is dealing 
with general srati>tics and details of hi>tory 
and geography, or with philosophy, religion, 
science, or the industrial arts, the information 
is good ; and care has been taken to keep pace 
with the latest authorities. The articles 
‘ Architecture/ * Temples,’ 4 Cave Temples.’ 
‘Hindu Sacrifice,’ ‘Stone Worship* and 
‘Serpent Worship,’ ‘Education,’ ‘Rajputs,* 

‘ Caste,’ and ‘ Famines ' arc all excellent, and 
will well repay careful perusal. We think the 
biographical notices very good also, but in 
some important instances they are too con¬ 
tracted. Notices of such men as the two 
Lawrences should, we think, have been longer; 
so also should that of Outran), the two Muirs, 
Beutiuck, Straehey. and the two Elphinstones. 
There arc some, on the other hand, which are 
far too long in comparison. The revenue 
system of India scarcely receives adequate 
notice. We ob-erve also that there are some 
short articles of great value subsidiary to 
others of a more general character, and yet no 
reference to them is made. Had this been 
done, the student would more certainly secure 
to himself the information which the bt>ok 
contains upon a giveu subject. Take ‘ Archi¬ 
tecture,’ for example. A reference at the end 
of the article to Fatehpur JSikri, Agra, Delhi, 
Saruath, and many others, would lead the 
reader to point.- of interest which might be 
missed from ignorance of particular localities, 
and the author would have been more just to 
himself, for his book is fuller of excellent 
matter than would readily appear. 

“ We observe repetition also here and there. 
For example, under ‘ Buddhist Architectural 
Remains.’ a description at some length is given 
of several caves—which, by the bye, are avow¬ 


edly not Buddhist remains at all,—while the 
same information appears again a little farther 
on under ‘ Cave Temples,’ its legitimate place. 
Then in the science of botany, under the com¬ 
mon name ‘ Banyan Tree,’ particulars are 
given which appear again under ‘Ficus In- 
dica.* And what appears under the common 
name ‘ Deodar,* might have been given, with 
the particulars under ‘ Cedrus Deodara,’ with 
a reference from one to the other. The same 
remark applies to 4 Flax ’ and 4 Linnm Usita- 
tissiinum,’ and to other cases which might be 
mentioned. We notice, too, an account of the 
Siwalik Hills in three places—under (1) 
‘Mountains,’ (2) ‘Himalayas,* aud (3) ‘Si¬ 
walik Hills.’ And we do not see that the 
articles entitled * Violin,’ ‘ Socrates,* ‘ Cairo,* 

4 Kamtschatka,’ 4 Cachalot,’ 4 Luxor,* and some 
others, have any claim to appear in this work. 
But, after all. what are these things when set 
against the real merits of this welcome and 
admirable addition to British reference litera¬ 
ture ! 

“ We have not space to write as fully as we 
should like about these three volumes ; but they 
make an addition to our standard works which 
can hardly be too highly valued, both because 
of their intrinsic merit and because they stand 
aloue, so far as we are aware, making a store¬ 
house full of important information assessed 
by but few people. The purpose of the work, 
and its character, alike indicate its place to be 
on the shelves of every public collection of 
books. So also should it be in the library, 
whether large or small, of everyone who wishes 
to possess a sound general and particular 
account of India and the East. The investment 
is indubitably a good one, for a share in the 
rich fruits of the author’s indefatigable labours 
is more than a return for the expenditure re¬ 
quired. And we heartily commend the volumes 
as an addition to the library of every medical

“ For Mr. Digby is one of the few writers who convey a moral and a saintly lesson without 
preaching a sermon ; one of the few companions who know how to suggest good and useful 
thoughts without fatiguing the mind by too constant a strain upon its powers. He is one of 
those who feel the words of Horace :— 

Si vis me flere, dolendum est 
Primum ipsi tibi. 

44 We believe that mnch of the Broad Stone of Honour was written before Mr. Digby was 
received into the Church, but though the later portions may show a more decidedly, Catholic 
tone, yet the early part is conceived and carried out in such a high and reverential spirit as to be 
quite in harmony with the succeeding volumes. There is, if we may say so, a prodigality of 
learning in all Mr. Digby’s works. He is equally at home in the classics, in old English litera¬ 
ture, in the earlier writings of the Continent, and in the works of modern authors. His reading 
must have been extensive, well ordered, and severe, and his memory must be singularly retentive 
to enable him to call to mind the passages which he requires, and to arrange them so admirably 
that they seem to rise unbidden, in their proper places. There is, moreover, a breadth and a 
largeness of view the very opposite of the narrow and contracted range of many writers. Mr. 
Digby sees things and actions, books and their authors, from a Catholic point of view : not 
4 Catholic 9 in the heretical and sectarian sense, but in its true meaning, and he refers all his 
labours to their proper end. It is a matter for much regret that this most edifying and able 
writer, who has been before the public for fifty years, has not apparently a disciple worthy 
of receiving his mantle. To write properly of the Ages of Faith and of Chivalry, it is 
necessary to understand and to feel the spirit of both.”— Tablet , October 13, 1877.

Wc arc well aware that many men to whom 
neither name can he refused will find themselves unable to sympathize with much that is in it. 
But this we will say, that if we found a copy of the Broad Stone of Honour on the book-shelves 
of a man whom wo did not know, we should look with confidence upon this alone as good primd 
facie evidence that the owner was a scholar and a gentleman.”— The Spectator , January 5, 1878.

It relates to fisheries 
of which comparatively little is known in this 
country, and will be found to afford many 
practical suggestions of much interest to 
jBritish fish-culturists and fishermen. In the 
short introduction which Dr. A. Gunther has 
written to the work he calls the attention of 
English pisciculturists to the methods prac¬ 
tised by the Italians of rearing the fry of 
marine fishes, such as the red and gray mullets, 
the different fiat fishes, eels, &c., in enclosed 
waters, and keeping them in captivity until 
they become a marketable size, a practice 
which, unlike the hatching of ova and allowing 
the fry to escape, is to be recommended by its 
yielding direct and immediate profitable results. 

“ The work commences with a chapter on 
the Fauna of the Adriatic, and the haunts of 
the fish and invertebrate animals composing it 
Next follows an historical account of the pro¬ 
gress of the fisheries, which have been greatly 
affected by the varying political conditions of 
the countries that constitute the shores of the 
Adriatic. 

“ The account of the fish markets on the 
coast of the Adriatic is very interesting. 
Passing over the fish recognized by ourselves 
as edible, we have others which are not valued 
in this country. The spiny dogfish is esteemed 
a delicacy, and as being greatly superior to the 
smooth hound and the spotted dogfish, which are 
also eaten. The flesh of the larger sharks also 
makes its appearance in the markets; whilst 
sea cucumbers and sea urchins—the latter in 
spawn—form important articles of food on the 
southern shores. The large sea turtle is some¬ 
times to be seen in the Dalmatian markets, 
some specimens reaching a weight of 80lbs.; 
and at Fiume and all over Istria small fresh¬ 
water turtles are largely consumed, being con¬ 
sidered a neat delicacy. They cost from two¬ 
pence to threepence each, and are brought by 
the shipload from Greece and Albania. 

The preparation of the fish for food is 
worthy of notiee. The echini are eaten raw ; 
the sea-anemones and the smaller octopi or 
cuttle-fish are fried in oil, which is always used 
for this purpose in place of butter ; the crabs 
Are dressed with finely-cut garlic and parsley. 


The last chapter of the work is devoted to 
the statistics of the fisheries, and then follows 
a useful table of the fauna of the Adriatic, 
excluding the birds, but comprising the other 
vertebrate classes and the invertebrata. Several

Of the original Map I can only trace the existence of three copies, one of which is to be seen 
in the Grenville copy of Hakluyt, 3 vols. It is by far the finest Chartographical labour which 
appeared from the epoch of the discovery of America down to the time of D’Anville—that is for 
more than two hundred years. Hakluyt intended to insert this map (which must have been 
already undertaken by Mollineux) in the work published in 1589, but it was not of course ready, 
and some copies were sent out with a substituted engraving, which is called in the preface “ one 
of the best gcnerall mappes of the world.” The latter map was simply a re-engraving from the 
latest mappemonde of Ortclius (1588), and identical with the one which was regularly published 
in the English edition of Linschoten’s Travels ; having therefore no original value or interest. 

The engraver of the great Map, or—as Hakluyt calls it—Terrestrial Globe, was M Mr. 
Emmeric Mollineux of Lambeth, a rare gentleman in his profession, being therein for divers 
years greatly supported by the purse and liberality of the worshipful merchant, Mr. William 
Sanderson.”

M Mr. Fort is known as the Author of the ‘ Early History and Antiquities of Freemasonry/ 
a book of recognized value and authority among Freemasons. His present volume is primarily 
also a contribution to Masonic Literature ; but it throws light on the manners, organization, and 
modes of thought of the men who built the mediaeval cathedrals. His book is divided into two 
parts. First we have a study of the inner life by which building guilds wore animated. In the 
second part, the lines of transmission of marks used by the stone-cutters are traced out, and the 
system by which they are combined is described in the text and illustrated by diagrams. While 
the volume may be of special interest to Masons, it has a broader historic value. Mr. Fort has 
made a wide study of original authorities, and has grouped together a mass of interesting facts 
relating to the early builders and the symbolism connected with their art.’ 1

“ Major-General Forlong has jnst published, and Quaritch sells, a book which should be 
full of interest. It is entitled * Rivers of Life : or Sources and Streams of the Faiths of 
Man in all Lands, showing the evolution of religious thought from the rudest symbolisms 
to the latest spiritual developments.’ General Forlong has studied his subject in the land 
where alone it can be fitly investigated—India: and his elaborate volumes are certainly a 
monument of industry. The first volume deals with tree worship, serpent and phallic 
worship, fire worship, sun worship, and ancestor worship. The second deals with the 
early Faiths of Western Asia, the Faiths of Western Aborigines in Europe and adjacent 
countries, and the Faiths of Eastern Aborigines, non-Aryan, Aryan, and Shemitic. He 
proposes in future volumes to deal with the historical and Biblical religions of the Hindus, 
Zoroastrians, Buddhists, Hebrews, Greeks, Chinese, Scandinavians and Mahommedans. 
The work is full of excellent illustrations, and is accompanied by a large chart showing 
very completely the rise and fall of various religious ideas. I am not able to express any 
opinion as to the author’s success in dealing with his vast subject, but I know of no more 
bold and comprehensive effort to grapple with a subject that is so full of interest.”— Light. 

“ To the anthropologist, one of the mo6t interesting subjects connected with the great 
religious faiths is the question of their race origin. Wo have not left space to consider 
this point, but we may state that General Forlong's studies have gradually led up to the 
conclusion that those religions originated “ with a people of an Aithi-opik or Meru-opik 
stock which spread from High Asia as Eruthreans, Akads, Kaldus, Kuths or Kusis, 
Kemisor Ai-gupts, Keti, Hami or Hamaths, Kanans,” etc., and whom he classes together 
as Turanians.

This is stated with commendable candour, but 
without dogmatic pretensions and the real value of the book is in no way dependent on 
its acceptance. Many of his positions will, in all probability, call forth attack, but the 
solid learning and intellectual ability exhibited by the author are sure to win him universal 
respect.”— The Dundee Advertiser , April 30th, 1883.
